explana­ 
tion at the headquarters. It is doubt­ 
ful now if Foraker will be perm it­ 
ted to participate in the Ohio cam­ 
paign at all, despite the fact that 
Chairman Henry Williams a week ago 
sent special emissaries with special 
Invitations to the senator and the 
invitations 
were 
accepted. 
All 
day 
Saturday members of the State com­ 
m ittee 
and 
officials 
were 
scouting 
to find the sentiment of republicans 
as 
to 
Foraker, 
the 
general 
senti­ 
m ent seeming to be that the expose 
Oi the senator would hurt no one 
but himself if carefully handled. 
At Cincinnati too, Taft headquar­ 
ters is doing some thinking. It is 
known that State headquarters call­ 
ed up A. I. Vorys, chief of staff, 
arid informed him of two requests 
for 
speeches 
by 
Senator 
Foraker, 
several day* ago. Mr. Vorys replied 
that Senator Foraker’s services were 
“ unavailable.” 


Senator Foraker tonight sent out 
following self-explanatory messages:

ator Foraker made public last night, 
in which he eliminated himself from 
the meeting, was taken to the Pike 
street residence by Senator Crane.

addressed 
to 
John Hays Hammond, president of 
the National League of Republican 
Clubs, under whose jurisdiction the

J. B. Foraker of Ohio is politically 
dead and buried. He has been for- 
saken by the Ohio State committee, 
and, seemingly, also by Tart 'head- 
quarters 
at 
Cincinnati. With 
the 


means at hand to substaniate the 
Senator's explanation of the $50,000 
sent to him by John Archbold of 
the Standard Oil company, the State 
committee has made no effort to do 
so and permitted Col. J. D. Ellison, 
who knew about the deal, to go 
away 
without 
asking an explana- 


tion at the headquarters. It is doubt- 
lal now if Foraker will be permu- 
ted to participate in the Ohio cam- 
paign at all, despite the fact that 
Chairman Henry Williams a week ago 
sent special emissaries with special 
invitations to the senator and the 
Invitations were accepted. All day 
Saturday members of the State com- 
mittee and officials 
were scouting 


to find the sentiment of republicans 
as to Foraker, th« general senti- 
ment seeming to be that the expose 
o! the senator would hurt no one 
but himself if carefully handled. 


i 
A.t Cincinnati too, Taft headquar- 


ters is doing some thinking. It is 
known that State headquarters call- 
ed up A. I. Vorys, chief of staff, 
and informed him of two requests 
for 
speeches 'by Senator Foraker, 


several days agt>. Mr. Vorys replied 
that Senator Foraker's services were 
"unavailable." 


Senator Foraker tonight sent out 


following self-explanatory messages:

"Republican committee, he made the 
same l eque&t as to the engagements 
which had been arragned for him 
in this state. 


As to Senator Foraker's senatorial 


candidacy, the Associated Press is 
authorized to state the senator's posi- 
tion as lollows: 


Senator Foiaker will leave the se- 


lection of his successor to the leg- 
islature, but will do all in his power 
to see that a republican legislature 
Is elected 


In 
addition to 
Uie 
information 


Senator Foraker today told his friends 
that he should, at the proper antl 
convenient oppoitunity, make a speech 
in answer to the Hearst charges 
and in defense of himself, and then 
would campaign the entire state in 
behalf of his senatorial candidacy, 
but 
under the jurisdiction of no 


political campaign. 


Interesting details of just how Sen- 


ator Foraker come to withdraw from 
participation in the forthcoming con- 
Tentlon of the National League of 
Republican Clubs, at which he was 
to speak with Judge Taft here on 
Tuesday evening, were disclosed to- 
day authoritatively. On the morning 
of the first publication of the Hearst 
disclosures (Friday) Senator 
Dick 


came to the city from Columbus. 
After a conference with Senator For- 
where he had an interview with the 
aker he went to the Taft residence, 
candidate at which the situation was 
discussed frankly, 


No conclusions were reached but 


Senator Dick obtained the distinct 
impression that, in view of the dis- 
closures, the joint discussion of For- 
aker and ,Taft was one which re- 
quired considerations. The arrival of 
Senator Crane on Saturday morning 
was noted, and the junior Ohio sena- 
tof indicated that he should take up 
tbe matter with his Massachusetts 
colleague.
